Labor day dawned bright and beauti- 


ful and remained so throughout. Had 
the weather clerk himself designed 
taking a part ia tho demonstrations, ho 
could not have rung in more delightful 
weather, for there was not a olond in 
the Bky and the sun shone down in all 
hia grandeur and beauty. 


The people were early astir. The 


great manufacturing establishments of 
the city were closed, tho busy hum of 
machinery was hushed and tho thous- 
ands of employes, with thoir families, 
wero upon tbo street waiting for tho 
grand parade. Every incoming train 
swelled the crowds and when the great 
procession moved the streets were one 
mass of swaying humanity.

The Tariff BUI Cutler Discussion In 


thi» Senate. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 1.—Tho senate 


met at 10 a. ia., but a quorum was lack- 
ing ha1.' an hour or more. Mr. Slftir 
v/ant^d to adjourn, as it vrvt "Labor 
day," a day that ho thought ought to be 
universally observed. Mr. Hoar thought 
tha labors would be better honored by 
legislation 5 in behalf of labor. 
Mr. 


Bluir, taking him at his word, proposed 
to take up se\ era! labor bills that had 
recently come over frosa the house. 
Mr. Aldrioh objected to further "bun- 
comb speeches." This incident occur- 
red before the s.pposrouce of a quorum 
and tho reading of tho journal. 


Tho tariff bill was then taken up, the 


question being on the paragraph relat- 
ing to wool and woolen yarns, to which 
the finance committee had reported an 
amendment increasing the duty per 
pound from twice to two and one-half 
times tho duty imposed on unwashed 
wool of, the first class.
